I have also examined the books and papers of the selectmen. and 
find they have kept a record of all orders s they have issued, and have 
vouchers to show for what the orders were given,and the vouchers filed 
and uumbered to correspond with the orders. 

If the selectmen would give the town treasurer a statement of 
the division of the school money, and a general order to pay the > 
same, as it became due, it would save issuing about forty orders, and 
save the prudential committees much trouble in finding the selectmen 
to get their orders. I uotice a claim against James ‘H. Clar k, col- 
lector for 1869, which ought to be liquidated.
